DE BLOIS’S PAINTINGS. 

An exhibition of paintings by this artist will 
shortly be made at one of the art galleries of 
this city. The artist has passed many years 
among the most picturesque and attractive por- 
tions of Southern Italy, and has sketched al- 
most every locality of interest to the traveller 
and painter. The sketches which we have been 
permitted to examine are more than a hundred 
in number, and comprise views of Naples and 
its bay, with Mount Vesuvius by daylight 
moonlight, and as seen during the last eruption, 
which the artist had the good fortune to wit- 
ness; distant views of Ischia and Capri, with 
elaborate yiews of the interiors of those pictur- 
esque islakds; excavated streets ot Pompeii 
with views Of the buildings recently brought to 
light, including the brilliant ornamentations in 
fresco which are copied with great fidelity to 
form and color; and, in short, every scene of 
picturesque beauty within fifty miles of Na- 
ples. These sketches are full of life and spirit, 
expressed in vigorous and harmonious colors, 
and, apart from their artistic execllences, are 
replete with interest to every one who has vis- 
ited or studied the history of the classic re- 
gions which they illustrate.
